WASHINGTON — In August of 1914 


the world came to an end out of a 
clear sky. One week people were mov- 
ing along on a path that looked 
fixed, settled and ordered for gene- 
rations to come....; tho next week, it 
had broken up under them, and a 
thousand years of development ex- 
plored in a thundering climax that 
was as unexpected as it was dis- 
astrous. 


August of 19X9 is different. Europe 


again is groping on the edge of a pre- 
cipice, but if it goes over the edge 
no one 'Till be taken by surprise. The 
world (hat blew up in 1914 was never 
put back together again.

Roosevelt told reporters Friday thai 
ic believed the United States could 
sl;iy out of a European conflict and 
that the administration would make 
every effort to keep this ocuntry out, 


In response to a press conference 


:juestion about whether,America could 
ceep from being involved, the presi- 
dent authorized this direct quota- 
tion: 


"I not only sincerely hope so, but 
believe we can. Every effort will 


be made by the administration so 
to do." 


Roosevelt announced at his con- 


ference that Hugh Wilson, ambassador 
to Germany, submitted his resignation 
Friday morning, and it had been ac- 
cepted. Wilson is being assigned to 
special duty in the Department of 
State. 


Developments abroad Friday, and 


those that may he expected Saturday, 
Roosevelt declared, will have an im- 
portant bearing on what the ad'mi,n- 
istratiou will do about, invoking the 
neutrality act and summoning con- 
gress to a special session.

Warsaw Determined No' 


To Give Up Danzig Or 


The Corridor 


WARSAW, Poland.—(/P)—The condi 


tons of Adolf Hitler's proposals fo: 
settlement of the Polish-German dis 
puto, such as immediate return o 
Danzig to Germany, are inacceptable 
to Poland, a government spokesman 
said Thursday night. The spokesman 
emphasized that Poland was deter 
mined to keep Pomorze and her rights 
in Danzig. 


Of Hitler's proposal for a plebiscit 


in Pomorze, one reaction here was: 
Germany can begin with Czechoslo- 
vakia if she is interested in a pleb- 
iscite." 


In reply to Hitler's "terms" as an- 


jiounced by the German radio it was 
slated Poland will insist upon full 
restitution of her rights in Danzig. 
Danzig is under Polish customs ad- 
ministration, and certain Polish cus- 
toms and railway functions have been 
taken over by Nazis in the past few 
days. 


"Hitler insists on Poland yielding 


Danzig and Pomorze as a prelimin- 
ary to negotiations," the spokesman 
said. "Poland has not given up Dan- 
zig and Pomorze, and will not. 


"Britain, in a second reply to Hit- 


ler, 
has maintained her unyielding 


position without change." 


He emphasized that Poland always 


has been interested in a 
peaceful 


settlement, but that the conditions of 
the proposals could not be accepted. 


As the spokesman disclosed that the 


government had refused to send a mis- 
sion to Berlin to talk with Hitler, as 
the fuehrer proposed, hope for peace 
faded.

The United States has owned Alaska for 72 yews. There is ground for 


wondering how proud we ought to be of our record in this magnificent 
territory. 


About $7,200,000 was paid for the vast area when Seward bought it from 


Russia. Many times that amount has come out in gold, other metals, furs 
fish, -and lumber. 


• Yet during that whole 72 years the United States has succeeded in 


achieving as a population figure in Alaska a static GO.OOO. 


There is something wrong there. For many years it has been known 


that vast stretches o£ Alaska were no polar tundra, but regions potentially 
rich in agricultural soil, forests, and mineral wealth. • 


Perhaps because Alaska came to the United States at a time when it 


was still opening up the west, when there were still vast stretches of the 
central continent to explore, Alaska has been neglected. Now many people 
keep repeating, "the frontier is closed." Ye{ Alaska is even today, for prac- 
tical purposes, untouched. 


Imagine what the countries of Europe which claim1 to be hard-pressed for 


"living room" would do with Alaska if they had it! Mussolini, embarking 
on a vast military expedition to conquer faraway Abyssinia in the pestil- 
ential tropics! Hitler, risking world conflagration to extend "German living 
space" into e^ast-central Europe! 


Yet we, who complain of a "closed frontier" and an end of opportunity, 


have this.vast area, almost a continent in itself, at our disposal, and we do 
nothing about it. 


Nothing? Not quite that. But literally nothing compared with the vast 


potentialities lying there untouched. 


A new survey by the Interior Department is the latest of many to call 


attention to these neglected resources. 


' Land, climate, and resources of Alaska, says this report, are in every 


respect equal to Scandinavia, where 13.000,000 people have developed one of 
the finest civilizations known to the world. The report suggests large-scale 
settlement by refugees (since Americans have for 72 years refused to go 
there in any nuliibers). 


This would build a new market for American goods, a new source for 


American energy and strength, a new bulwark of defense, a new national 
inspiration .for achievement. And all without injuring the people of any 
other country. 


Whether this particular plan is possible it is hard to say. But it is cer- 


tain that the United States ought to turn eyes to AJaska with a greater 
seriousness than it lias yet done. The situation of the world, and our own 
internal situation, is no longer such that we can afford to pass up any bets

BERLIN, Germany — The German 


army was ordered to 'meet force with 
force" and Poland was declared dan- 
gerous territory for foreigners by 
Adolf Hitler Thursday night. A naval 
blockade of the Polish harbor of Gdynia 
was announced. 


The fuehrer proclaimed, his action 


.was because of alleged Polish violat- 
ions of the German frontier. 


Neutral ships in the Baltic were 


warned they entered Danzig harbor or 
nearby, harbors at their iwn peril. 


The annuoncement said military op- 


erations necessitated these measures. 


The command was issued as the ord- 


er of the day to the army massed on 
Polish frontiers from the Baltic to the 
high Tatra mountains, and in East 
Prussia. 


No instruction was made public, 


however, for any action except for 
German soldiers to 'conduct a fight 
for honor and the right to the life of 
the resurrected German people." It 
was not known immediately whether 
the army had orders to make an ad- 
vance along the frontiers. 


The radio warned all foreigners that 


an indefinite closing of all schools in 
Germany.
